THE BOEliS' VERSION, 

Only Four Killed in the " Fiercest 
Cannonade Yet Experienced." 

Boer Head Laager, Ladysmith, Feb. 
0.— Sineo yesterday the British, with 
naval and other guns, have bombarded 
our positions on the Upper Tugela. The 
troops crossed the river at the pout and 
at Molen Drift, with the object of storm- 
ing our positions. At the former Gen. 
Burger beat them back and they re- 
crossed in disorder. Fighting continues 
at Molen Drift with the Standerton and 
Johannesburg commandos. The cannon- 
ade ivuii thn fiercest yet experienced, 
There was continuous roaring ull day 
long. This morning it continued with 
an increased number of guns. 

Boor Head Laager, Lady smith, Feb. 
0.— (11 a. m.) — Further reports of yes- 
terday's fighting at the Upper Tugela 
river show that the British lost heavily 
at Font Drift, but took an unimportant 
position on a small kopje on the Molen 
Drift Hide. Four Boers were killed. 
The British loss is unknown. They are 
still in possession of the kopje, and the 
guns have ceased firing. 

AS VIEWED IN LONDON. 

Critic Hesitates to Commit Himself on 
Significance of the News, 

London, Feb. 8.— Mr. Spencer Wilkin- 
son, in the Morning Post, to-day says: 

"The British forces appear now to be 
everywhere on the move. In the absence 
of local knowledge it is idle to guess the 
site of General Butler's new attack. If, 
us seems likely, this is east of Pitgleter's 
Drift, the distance to Ladysmitb is only 
1 Omiles, but the country is more open 
than by another route. Iu any event, 
General Puller's troops will have' to 
break the enemy's resistance by hard 
lighting, for the delay involved in cross- 
ing the river must make it difficult to 
gain the start needed to turn the enemy's 
Hank. 

"It is not known now whether Lord 
Roberts has moved to begin the campaign 
or not. It may well be that he has only 
moved to some point nearer (lie scene of 
operations where he can be in communi- 
cation with all of Ills generals."

Kossland, Feb. 7.— At a crowded and 
wildly enthusiastic mass meeting of citi- 
zens held In this city this evening, Mayor 
Goodevc presiding, the following resolu- 
tions wore unanimously adopted: 

" Resolved: That the citizens of Koss- 
land unanimously tender their hearty 
sympathy to the Mother Country in her 
effort to establish constitutional methods 
and equal rights throughout South 
Africa; furthermore, we are convinced 
of the ultimate triumph of the Empire, 
and view with pride the statesmanlike 
policy adopted by Lord Salisbury and 
Right Hon. Joseph Chamberlain during 
a grave crisis iu British affairs. 

" Kesolved: That apart from the 
righteousness of the cause the present 
struggle in South Africa is of vast im- 
portance to the- Dominion of Canada as 
forming an integral portion of the Em- 
pire. 

" Kesolved: That the citizens of Ross- 
land fully estimate not only the import- 
ance but the duty of each member of the 
British Empire contributing its quota 
towards assisting in vindicating British 
principles and maintaining British 
supremacy in South Africa. 

" Kesolved: That we heartily recipro- 
cate the patriotic sentiments expressed 
at public meetings throughout - British 
Columbia, and furthermore take this 
opportunity of expressing thanks to Lord 
Strathcona for his splendid patriotism 
in equipping a contingent from the 
West for service iu South Africa, and 
we do in all seriousness, as citizens and 
subjects of Her Majesty the Queen, urge 
the Dominion parliament to sanction the 
raising of 10,000 troops as Canada's 



Mayor be authorized to telegraph the 
fourth resolution to the Speaker of the 
Mouse of Commons; the premier, Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier; and Sir Charles Tap- 
per. Furthermore, that copies of all 
these resolutions be forwarded to the 
Colonial Secretary and Lord Strath- 
conn." 

The speakers at the meeting were 
Hon. T. Mdyne Daly, Messrs. C. II. 
Mackintosh, J. Nelson, Alexander 
Sharp. F. W. Kolt, Alexander Dick. 
Aid. Hector MeRae, A. 0. Gait, W. T. 
Oliver, Cnpt. P. MeL. Forin, Dr. Ed- 
ward Bowes and C. O. Lalonde. 

A citizens' committee was formed to 
take charge of all funds raised to assist' 
the cause in South Africa. There is 
nearly $3,000 in the banks here ready to 
lie forwarded. 

Major K. G. Edwards Leckie to-day 
accepted ten men from Kossland for 
Strnthcoua's Horse. Another ten from 
here were accepted in Nelson. There 
wen? over 75 applicants up to this even- 
ing, and the names were still coming iu. 

IN WINNIPEG TOO. 

Winnipeg, Feb. 7.— A meeting of citi- 
zens here adopted the Vancouver resolu- 
tion favoring the offering of 10.000 
Canadian troops for the Transvaal. 
Dealing with the same matter the board 
of trade adopted the following: " That 
tlie Winnipeg board of trade hereby de- 
clares its unqualified approval of the 
-Dominion government in furnishing the 
means whereby Canada was enabled to 
send troops to South Africa iu defence 
of the Empire, ami further that this 
board pledges its support to any addi- 
tional expenditure the government may 
consider advisable and necessary.'' 

A patriotic demonstration occurred here 
to-night when L. Gabriel, a Boer sym- 
pathizer, attempted to address a mass 
meeting called to air his views. Gabriel 
was not allowed to enter the hall, and 
was rotten-egged around a block, when 
he was rescued by the police. The crowd 
then paraded around several streets.^ sing- 
ing songs and making other patriotic de- 
monstrations. Gabriel is a Scotch half- 
breed fanner, and resides at St. Charles, 
in Winnipeg suburbs. 

TIPPED TORONTO BROKETlf? 

War Eagle and Centre Star Manage- 
ment Incur Wrath of Montreal 
Stock Exchange. 

Montreal, Feb. 7— (Special)— The gov- 
erning committee of the Montreal stock 
exchange has taken steps to institute an 
investigation into the War Eagle-Centre 
Star incidents, and unless a satisfactory 
explanation is forthcoming the War 
Eagle will likely disappear from the list, 
and the Centre Star is not likely to go 
on. 

It is not protended that there is any- 
thing deliberately wrong, but it is con- 
sidered peculiar that a couple of Toronto 
brokers should be able to get the news in 
advance and to govern themselves ac- 
cordingly.

Advance on 
Ladysmith 



Buller's Column Started Monday 
on Movement Proving Ex- 
cellently Planned/ 



Boers Deceived by Feint Front- 
al Attack Soon Abandoned 
by British. 



Enemy Surprised by Operations 
on Flank and Important 
Positions Taken. 



By Associated Tress. 

Spearman's Camp, Wednesday, Feb. 7. 
— (0 p.m.)— General Duller commenced thfl 
advance for the relief of Ladysmith' 
Monday. The naval guns opened at 7 in 
the morning and a feint attack was made 
in front of our position. Three battal- 
ions advanced 'toward the Brnkfontein 
with six batteries. At 11 o'clock' the 
Boers opened with artillery fire and sent 
several shells among tlie British infan- 
try, who retired an hour later. 

Meanwhile a vigorous attack was nmdd 
on the extreme right, where the engi- 
neeers expeditiously constructed a posi- 
tion. Several pieces of cannon, hidden 
among the trees on Zewart's Kop, bom- 
barded heavily. The British infantry ad- 
vanced and the 1 Boers were entirely sur- 
prised. At four o'clock a high hill, a 
continuation of the Brnkfontein, had been 
taken. The operations were excellently, 
planned. The name of the hill taken is 
Krantz Kloof.: 

The bombardnent of the outer position 
was resumed yesterday morning. Tho 
Boers worked a disappearing cannon 
from the high DoornvKlof range, on the 
right of the captured hill, but the British 
shells exploded its magazine, and the gun 
was put out of action until late in tho 
day. 

Musketry fire was intermittent until 
afternoon, when the Boers made a deter- 
mined effort to take the hill. Reinforce- 
ments rushed up cheering, the Boers wero 
repulsed, and the British advanced along 
the ridge. 

AN IMPORTANT GAIN. , 

London, Feb. S.— A special dispatch 
from Spearman's Camp, dated Wednes- 
day, February 7, says: "Our further ad- 
vance is at the moment prevented, as tho 
Boers enfilade us from their positions on 
Spion Kop and Doorm Kloof. 

•'Our casualties, although estimated at 
2fi0, are trilling, considering the import- 
ance of the move just concluded." 

"A GOOD FIRST STEP." 

London, Feb. 8.— The Standard has the 
following from Spearman's Camp, date* 
February 7: 

"The force under General Buller il 
again advancing to the relief of Lady- 
smith, and after two days of severe light- 
ing, it may fairly be said to have made iv 
good first step on the road ty- be- 
sieged town. 

"The movement was begun at an early] 
hour on Monday morning by way of Pot- 
gieter's Drift. The Eleventh Brigade,, 
forming a part of the Fifth Division un- 
der General Warren, made a feint at- 
tack upon the kopjes immediately on our 
front. 

"The assault was delivered at the out- 
set under cover of naval guun on Mount 
Alice, and subsequently under that of 
tield batteries. The infantry advanced 
steadily towards the Boer entrenchment 
at Brakfotitein, and kept the enemy bus- 
ily employed. 

" While this diversion was being made 
the remainder of the infantry told oft 
for the attack, who had bivouacked Sun- 
day night under Mount Alice, moved 
along at the foot of Zwarts Kop in the 
direction of our right. 

"A pontoon bridge was thrown across 
the Tugela by the Engineers, under tho 
tire of the enemy. The first battalion 
to move across in the forenoon was tho 
Durham Light Infantry of Gen. Lyttle- 
ton's brigade. They advanced against 
Yaal Krnntz, which lies on the most 
direct road to Dadysmith, and after two 
hours' splendid work they got within 
charging distance of the Boors. 

AT POINT OF BAYONET. 

" The first of the kopjes was carried 
by them at the point of the bayonet with 
the utmost gallantry. Almost simul- 
taneously the First Battalion of tho - 
Rifle Brigade cleared the second kopje, 
and after moving across the long ridge 
they bivouacked on tlie spot. 

" Tho feint attack at Potgeitor's Drift 
having served its purpose in preventing 
the concentration of the enemy at the- 
critical point, the Eleventh Brigade felt; 
back to. the river,

Murderous 

Liard Indians 



Eleven Murders Have Been Com 
mitted by Them In Twenty 
Years. 



By Associated Tress. 

Loudon, Feb. 8.— (4 a.m.)— The British 
columns are putting themselves in motion 
in all parts o£ the South African war 
fields. A combined attack upon the 
Boers seems to be in progress. 

General Roller has gained a footing on 
the plateau north of the Tugela, after 
two day's fighting. 

On the far western border Lord Methu- 
en has begun a turning movement against 
the Boer flank, thus relieving the pres- 
sure on Lord Methuen's front. 

Lord Koberts, who, according to an in- 
formant, i<s in close touch with the war 
office, is in the middle of the theatre of 
war, and has begun the march on Bloem- 
fontein. 

The Boers have taken the initiative 
against General Gatacre, attacking two 
of his position tit Sterkstroom. 

It really looks as though the general 
forward movement so long talked of was 
in progress. 

General Buller's third attempt at re- 
lieving Ladysmith absorbs attention 
Telegrams of from 100 ip 200 words have 
been passed by the censor, who has appar 
ently redatcd messages written on Mon 
day or Tuesday to Wednesday at ti p.m 
From these it is clear that General Bui 
lor, up to Tuesday evening, had taken 
one hill, had repulsed a Boer counter at 
tack, and was holding the position against 
an enfilading fire from Spion Kop and 
the Doorm Kloof. His losses, as men 
tinned by one correspondent, are 250. 

The only telegrams from Boer source- 
assert that one of General Buller's at 
tempts to seize the fords failed, but they 
admit that he has lodged forces one one 
kopje. 

Light on General Buller's operation: 
ceases here, the war office not contribut 
ing any information. 

Three thousand more Militia have been 
ordered to prepare for embarkation. The 
obsolete guns at various coast defences 
are being replaced with modern naval 
guns. 

The government is preparing a plan to 
be submitted to parliament for the consti- 
tuting the Yeomanry, Volunteers and Mi 
litia, a well organized and properly equip- 
ped army Cor home defence.

BADEN-rO WELL'S WORSHIPPERS 

Mafeking Joker the Favorite Hero of 
the Women of Great Britain 

In the majority of London drawing- 
rooms at the hour of afternoon tea, it: is 
amusing, but not always instructive, to 
listen to the opinions of the fair critics 
upon the progress and conduct of the 
campaign, for their phenominal ignor- 
imeo of the map of South Africa is a re- 
markable feature of their voluable dis- 
courses. Apparently they— with a few 
exceptions— imagine that the provinces 
of Natal, Cape Colony, the Transvaal 
and Orange Free State combined are 
about the size of Richmond Park, with 
Kew Gardens thrown in, and n stare of 
incredulity greets you if von hint that 
lvimberley and Ladysmith are hundreds 
oT miles apart, even as the crow flies. 
Women are for the most part, optimistic 
as regards the issue of the struggle, but 
rather surprised that the mere fact of a 
river in front of him should have checked 
Buller's advance. "Surely the men can 
swim, most 'of them, and there are al- 
ways boats to be hired. If Baden-Powell 
had been there he would have got over 
fast enough. 

In some such fashion do those drawing- 
room discussions commonly end. No 
matter who may be named in the begin- 
ning, the hero of Mafeking comes in at 
the finish, for those two words, or rather 
names. Powell and Mafeking, act 
magically upon the maids and matrons 
of England, and woe to the mere male 
who ventures to suggest that "Kitchener 
did great things in the Soudan." It is 
Baden-Powell first and the rest nowhere, 
• with most women at present, and if that 
gallant maker of history should be able 
to "carry his bat" out in triumph at the 
close of this long innings in the little 
border town, and come over to England 
by and by for a spell of rest, he will, 
probably be greeted in the same sweet 
and demonstrative feminine fashion as 
brave Hobsou of the United States navy 
on his return from the Cuban campaign. 

Pretty eyes sparkle, and sweet young 
faces dimple at the mere mention of 
Baden-l'owell's name; his photograph 
has long since displaced those popular 
theatrical favorites upon the brackets 
and writing tables in the sanctums of 
the "girls," and if, from lack of food or 
ammunition, or because the mud en- 
trenchments of Mafeking have been de- 
stroyed by "Long Tom," the brave fel- 
low' and his little band are obliged to 
surrender and take their place among 
the English prisoners at Pretoria, there 
will be mourning and lamentation from 
John o' Groats to Land's End. 

By the time these lines tire in print it 
will be nearly, if not: over, 100 days 
since the first shell from the Boer guns 
fell into Mafeking, and from that mem- 
orable hour— it was early spring in South 
Africa— to the present, the enemy has 
been pounding away at the garrison, and 
Col. Powell lias never lost an opportun- 
ity of hiirrassing his assailants by means 
of sorties and surprises. His great per- 
sonal courage and resourcefulness have 
never failed to inspire his men, and they 
have even extracted from the great 
Cronje himself the opinion that he "was 
not a man, but a devil." 

Bullets and banter have been showered 
impartially upon the Boers by their un- 
tiring tormentor, for Col. Powell's sense 
of humor is as great as his extraordinary 
agility in seizing an opportunity to strike. 
Indeed, it. is hut rarely that: so many of 
the qualities that make for greatness are 
combined in one man, and, long before 
(lie war in South Africa was forced upon 
us, Baden-Powell was said to be the best 
all-round man in the British army. He 
has won renown as a pigsticker, a hunter 
of bi 



In the course of the operation both 
the infantry and the artillery had been 
subjected to a severe shell fire. 

" Yesterday (Tuesday) at 4 in the 
afternoon, the enemy, encouraged doubt- 
less by their success at Spion Kop, en- 
deavored to recapture tin; position taken 
by us at Vaal Krantz.

Hie work accomplished so far has 
been magnificently done. The shell and 
Maxim fire poured in by the Boers has 
been extremely severe, but our losses 
tire, comparatively speaking, small.

"The enemy, as well, fought with the 
utmost stubbornness. 

"The British manoeuvring, and the ac- 
curacy of aim on the part of the British 
artillery during the fighting on Monday 
were beyond praise, 

"There is not the slightest likelihood 
that the Boer-, will succeed in dislodging 
as from the positions we have gained, 
and the prospects for the relief of Lady- 
smith are decidedly hopeful." 

AX AWE-INSPIRING BATTERY. 

London, Feb. 8.— The Daily Telegraph 
correspondent at Spearman's Camp, in a 
dispatch dated Monday night, says: 

"Under the personal direction of Geu- 
eral Buller, the attack on the Boer posi- 
tions was begun this morning by nearly 
the whole of our batteries, 72 guiis^Jiell- 
ing the ridges where the enemy have their 
trenches and redoubts on the Brak- 
fontein, and the low crest facing Pot- 
gieter's Drift. 

"The enemy suffered severely. Several 
hills were smoking like volcanoes from 
the effects of the bombardment, which 
set on lire their stores and grass. 

•'While the third pontoon bridge was 
being constructed under lire near Skith 
Drift, the Eleventh Brigade, now under 
the command of Colonel Wynn, made a 
demonstration against the Brukfontoin 
ridge, marching across the meadows with 
the support of seven batteries of artil- 
lery. 

"A 11 o'clock the enemy opened a 
heavy cannonade of shrapnel, common 
shell and pompon shells, chiefly from 
Spion Kop. This was accompanied by a 
rattling of musketry lire. Our gunners 
behaved admirably, ami were as cool as 
if on parade. 

"The demonstration having gained its 
effects, the real attack upon the Boer left 
was delivered at four o'clock. The Dur- 
ham Light Infantry carried Vaal Krantz, 
the key of the lowed ridge, while General 
Ilildyurd's brigade assailed the higher 
ridges. The General and his troops are 
bivouacked upon the field of battle. 
"Our losses are trifling." 

THE WAR BALLOON. 
Spearman's Camp, Feb. 7.— (Wednes- 
day)— The war balloon has proved a most 
useful adjunct, making ascents daily and 
getting information as to the Boer posi- 
tions. The Boers directed a heavy shrap- 
nel fire in the endeavor to destroy the 
balloon apparatus, 

The artillery behaved splendidly 
throughout, ably covering the infantry 
retirement from the front attack, in the 
face of a heavy Boer shell fire. 

HEAVY ROF.It LOSSES. 
It is believed that the Boers suffered 
very heavily, as their ambulances were 
hard at work. 

The Boer position consisted of a line 
of kopjes, strongly entrenched, extending 
three miles from Spion Kop and curving 
sharply at the eastern end to the south, 
about 'opposite to Swarts Kop, which is 
a steep hill south of the Tugela that the 
British occupied before tin; seizure of 
Potgiefer's Drift. 

After the capture of Krantz Kloof tin? 
heavy Boer lire prevented a further ad- 
vance Monday. 

A CRITICAL HOUR. 

The next morning the Boers indulged in 
long range shell fire, but in the afternoon, 
they made a vigorous attempt to recap- 
ture the position. Their ussault was made 
upon the northern end of the kopje, and, 
at first, it was successful. Reinforce- 
ments were, however, hurried up, ami the 
British recaptured the position at the 
point of the bavonet, and advanced along 
the ridge. As' the British have' a large 
force of troops the outlook is hopeful,

STUATHCONA S HORSE. 

Recruiting Officer Expected 
Arrive On Saturday. 



R. C. Laurie, the recruiting officer in 
British Columbia for Struthcona's Horse, 
who was expected to arrive in Victoria 
last evening, was in Golden yesterday, 
and consequently will nut be here until 
Saturday. As stated in yesterday 
morning's Colonist, but 15 men will be 
chosen in Victoria and the same number 
in Vancouver. Those enlisting will re- 
quire to leave almost immediately. 

No further word has been received 
from Ottawa by Premier Soiulin in re- 
gard to the special contingent offered by 
British Columbia, and members of the 
government tire of the opinion that little 
more will be heard of the matter, the 
federal authorities apparently being of 
the opinion that arrangements made for 
Struthcona's Horse will cover fully 
Canada's contribution at the present 
time. 

A public meeting will be held in the 
city hall to-morrow evening in order to 
afford the citizens an opportunity to en- 
dorse the resolution passed by the people 
of Vancouver favoring the plan of Can- 
ada sending 10,000 mounted infantry to 
South Africa. The arrangements for 
(he meeting are in (he bauds of a com- 
mittee consisting of Messrs. C. H. 
liUgrin, Herbert Cuthbert. W. Ridgway- 
Wilson and Mayor Hayward.

The murder of a number of members 
of the McTavish family of Indians by 
tribesmen in the vicinity of the Liard 
river were even more numerous than re 
ported by Mr. Pope. In all live girls 
and three boys of (he family were killed 
by the murderous savages, and one 
woman is held responsible by the rest 
dents of the district for the death of all 
of them. Besides the McTavish family, 
two trappers— George Florent, a French- 
Canadian, and P. Collins— and C. Monro, 
a prospector known to all old Cariboo 
and Cassiar men, were killed by these 
Indians, none of whom have been pun- 
ished for their crimes. Of the McTavish 
family only the father, two boys and 
one gid were left when the lasl news 
was received from (he district, and il is 
feared (hat they too have been made' 
away with, as their lives were threat- 
ened, F. C. Dickson, who is at present 
in the city, got tin 

murders from Mr. Engel, who has had 
charge of the Hudson's Bay Company s 
post at Liard since 1874, and the latter 
ones he investigated before leaving for 
\ ictoria in October last. 

Florent and Collins were the first vic- 
tims of the bloodthirsty Indians, accord- 
ing (o Mr. lingel. They were trapping 
on the Liard river in the winter of 1SS2- 
83, and were told by the Indians Unit it' 
they did not leave the country they 
would never go out alive. Having in- 
vested their nil in an outfit for the win- 
ter, they declined to go, and continued 
trapping. Since then nothing has been 
heard of them, and according to Mr. 
Dickson no steps were taken (o bring 
their slayers to justice. In the winter 
of 1888-89 Muuro, while prospecting on 
the headwaters of Beaver creek, disap- 
peared in the same mysterious manner, 
ind the efforts to bring his murderer to 
trial failed. 

In the fall of 1880 the five McTavish 
girls were killed. The family, consist- 
ing of father, mother and a number of 
children, including sisters, brothers and 
cousins, went to the Liard country from 
Simpson, they belonging to the tribe 
which inhabited the district along the 
Lower Skcena river. James Sikats, a 
Liard Indian, fell in love with one of 
the McTavish girls, thus arousing the 
jealousy of the woman who is now bis 
wife. To get even this woman accused 
the McTavish girls of witchery, and soon 
the whole tribe were down on them and 
threatening their lives. They made it 
so uncomfortable that the girls decided 
to go to McDame's, and made a start 
for that place. They were closely fol- 
lowed by Sikats and his hunting part- 
ner, known to the white residents at Bat 
Maloy. The men returned to Liard, but 
the girls were never heard from again. 
An Indian known as Stewart knew of 
the murder, having been made a confi- 
dant by Sikats and Maloy, and once 
while under the influence of liquor told 
the story of the cruel crime. The elder 
McTavish itlko saw the men following 
the girls. During the winter of 1893-94 
the then Attorney-General ordered an 
inquiry, and it was made, but Stewart 
refused to repeat his story, and Mc- 
Tavish was afraid to say anything, so 
the officials were powerless to act. 

During the summer of 1897 one of the 
McTavish boys, a cousin, was poisoned 
at Sylvester Landing by the same 
crowd — in fact the Indians admitted it. 
The following winter another of the 
boys was poisoned at Mud River, pre- 
sumably by an Indian with whom he 
was hunting. The Indian, upon his 
return to the post, reported that the boy 
died in the bush, but Mr. Edwards, of 
this city, then an employee of the Hud- 
son's Bay Company, found u bottle of 
poison in the pocket of the Indian's coat. 
The last murder, unless the other mem- 
bers of the family have suffered the fate 
of their relatives, was committed a year 
ago, and suspicion again points to Sikats 
and Mulloy. They took one of the Mc- 
Tavish boys out hunting with them, and 
upon their return to Liard gave it out 
that he had fallen through the ice on the 
Highland river. Suspecting that there 
had been more foul play, Messrs. Dick- 
son, Joseph Lauzon and George Swesey, 
who were prospecting on the Hylaud 
river, made a search for the body, and 
found it when the ice went out. On 
investigation they also discovered that 
the skull had been crushed with an axe. 
They reported the circumstances to Mr. 
Porter, the government agent, and ho in 
turn reported (o the Attorney-General, 
but no stops were taken to fix the' 
crime — at least, no action had been taken 
up to the time that Mr. Dickson left the 
country last. October, and it is feared 
that the Indians, whose bloodthirsty 
natures have not been curbed, have dur- 
ing the winter murdered the other mem- 
bers of the family.

In onr lust week's Issue »•>■ criticized 
somewhat severely u statement attributed 
by t!i" Province newspnyer to Mr. Green 
to tun effect that the Slocan mines liail pro- 
duced in ISO!) seven millions of dollars. 
The -Nelson Tribune springs to tlie defense 
of Mr. Green and strikes dui wildly. Now 
llr. Green says Unit be never s.iid seven 
millions— only two ml II Ions, Mr. Green Is 
wrong— he should have stuck to Hie seven 
millions, and thereby did his district proud. 
Probably If he had known that the Tribune 
was prepared to back him up In the seven 
million statement, and If he had realized 
that the honor of his district and of Kuslo 
depended upon It, he would have allowed 
the error of tile Province to pass without 
contradiction. 

Mr. Green has no personal enemies and 
would have fewer political political oppon- 
ents If an impression prevalent In his rid- 
ing could be removed that his subservi- 
ency to John Houston and J. Fred Hume 
is so great that his duty to his own riding 
is a secondary matter. Not to dig up an- 
cient history for some flagrant Instances, 
we will quote that of the eight-hour law. 
At the by-election in Nelson last winter 
Mr. Hume's managers were not very sure 
of their ability to defeat Mr. Farwell. 

One of the tricks resorted to was the 
transfer of a number of voters from the 
Slocan riding Into Nelson. These voters 
had no residence or qualification In Nelson. 

. The boys went to Nelson and 
voted no doubt for Mr. Hume and have 
since had their names returned to the Slo- 
can list. They are good fellows and we 
hope they were well paid for the trip. This 
is by the way. 

Another scheme was the Importation of 
Mr. Wilkes from itossluud to canvass the 
miners' vole for Mr. Hume. Before coming 
Wilkes bargained over the long distance 
telephone for the eight-hour law, which 
Hume promised, a promise later ratified 
by word of mouth In Nelson. It wits de- 
cided to keep the bargain n secret, and al- 
though Wilkes and Hume both tpokc on the 
platform in Nelson no mention was made 
of the fact that Hume had promised such 
a law. The Hume campaign committee, 
consisting largely of the Tribune editors, 
were a party to the plot and arranged to 
have the promises conveyed privately to the 
mine laborers. 

When Hume returned to Victoria lie found 
that Martaln of Itossluud had had the eight- 
hour amendment before the mining com- 
mittee and that this committee had refused 
to recommend It. Wilkes followed Hume 
to Victoria and insisted upon specific per- 
formance. 

The a spectacle was witnessed of which 
the records of responsible government af- 
fords uo parallel. A minister of the crown 
took an amendment which had been discred- 
ited by his own committee— an amendment 
effecting far greater consequences than 
anything else that was introduced Into the 
house during the session and at the hour 
of midnight, without notice or explanation, 
at a stage In the proceedings of the house 
when nothing but verbal corrections are 
expected in the measures under passage!, 
by the trick of dropping six words out of a 
clause and Inserting one, Introduced the 
said amendment Into the statute book. 

The Tribune sneers at Mr. Iiootli on ac- 
count of his admission that he voted for 
the eight-hour law without knowing It. The 
explanation Is that Mr. liooth did not 
know that the minister of mines was a 
shyster. 

Itut it Is Mr. Green we are speaking of. 
The member for Rossland says he was sor- 
ry for Mr. Green, whose heart, was not lu 
the eight-hour law, although be voted for 
It. 

Mr. Green knew that the change was not 
called for In the Slocan riding and foresaw 
that It would lead to trouble. 

Mr. Green was under a specific pledge 
voluntarily given In Ills election card, print- 
ed and distributed over the country, uud 
read and defended by himself on the plat- 
form, to allow no amendments i > pass to 
the mining laws without prior submission 
to the consideration of the mining commun- 
ities, it was only necessary for Mr. Green 
lo rise In his place and explain his posi- 
tion and refer to his pledge and ask for 
delay. The sleepy members would have 
sat up In their chairs, attention would have 
been attracted, questions asked, and when 
once discussion began It w mid t>"t have 
ended until Mr. Hume hud withdrawn bis 
surreptitious proposition and agreed to In- 
troduce It, if at all, in accordance with the 
usages of civilized nations. 

Mr. Green kept bis seat. Mr . Green 
voted for the amendment. Mr. Green re- 
turned to his constituency, apologizing for 
the measure ami pointing out subt refuges 
by which it might be evaded. 

The eight-hour law bus cost the people of 
the Slocan riding to this date one million of 
dollars. Kaslo Is not dead, the Slocan rid- 
Ing Is not dead— the Slocan riding can stand 
the loss of a million dollars. 

Mr. Green voted for the eight-hour law 
to oblige his friend Hume, to oblige his 
friend Houston, to enable them to discharge 
the election debt which they had contract- 
ed to Mr. Wilkes. 

The Injury so fur has not fallen to any 
great extent upon the Nelson riding. 

We have paid the million dollars— several 
thousands of It have come out Of Mr. 
Green's own pocket. 

The end Is not yet— the loss or furthei 
millions, worlds of trouble, strife, per 
baps crime and lawlessness are In slglit.

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THE WAR. 

Stirring news may bo expected daily. 
Gen. Duller began bis advance on Mon- 
day. The Boor account of what took 
place in i n i n: v' Co the- result and claims 
that our troops met with B partial re- 
verse. It appears from the despatch 
from our headquarters in tbe field that 
the so-culled reverse was merely tbe 
withdrawal of a feint attack on the 
enemy's front, while a vigorous and 
successful assault was made on bis ex- 
treme right. The result of tbe first 
day's lighting was the occupation of au 
important elevation from which we as- 
sume the attack is now being pushed. 

Simultaneously with this announce- 
ment from Natal comes a report from 
Cape Colony that lighting is going ou at 
Sterkstrooni. This may not be strictly 
accurate as to the locality. Sterkstroom 
is ou the railway about midway between 
Stormberg Junction and Queeustown. 
it is in the mountains. What little in- 
formation we have bad of tbe position 
of Gatncre's force was to the effect that 
he was nearer Stormberg than the re- 
port in question would indicate. Pre- 
sumably if he has been attacked a 
counter attack will be made upon the 
enemy at Stormberg Junction by our 
force along the railway between that 
point and Rosemoad Junction. 

It is interesting to note, in connection 
with what is transpiring in Cape Colony, 
that Roberts and Kitchener have goac- 
to the front. We may feel some degree 
of confidence that the operations in pro- 
gress are being directed according to a 
definite plan, and that whatever may be 
the result of the first collisions between 
our troops and the enemy, there will be 
no sacrifices of men to accomplish no 
definite object.

at all times those safeguards with which 
our forefathers in their wisdom have 
surrounded our institutions. If in insist- 
ing that these shall be preserved wo 
sometimes give offence to those who 
seem to be engaged in destroying them, 
we can only say that a sense of public 
duty requires that personal considera- 
tions shall not prevent protests against 
bad precedents. 



A great deal of good will result from 
the resolution introduced into the house 
yesterday by Mr. Irving dealing with tbe 
propriety of (he Speaker attending party 
caucuses. The resolution was defeated, 
but that is not material. It might have 
lieen withdrawn without the principle in- 
volved being weakened in tbe slightest 
particular. After the very free expres- 
sion- of opinion on both sides, we do not 
imagine that any future British Columbia 
.Speaker will offend in this particular. Mr. 
Forster took part in the discussion and 
admitted that he had attended caucuses 
by saying that he had not done so since 
the situation in the house became acute. 
This statement of the Speaker fully war* 
rants the observations which the Colonist 
has made upon the point, and fully justi- 
fied Mr. Irving in introducing his resolu- 
tion. 

Mr. Forster thought the resolution 
ought not to pass; but that a rule of 
the house should be made forbidding the 
Speaker to attend a party caucus. 
Against such a suggestion we protest. 
First, we protest on the ground that it 
would be a legislative recognition of the 
-caucus, which we do not think is desir- 
able, and next because if tbe house once 
liegins to define what the Speaker maj- 
or may not do in order to remove from 
him any imputation of partiality, no one 
can tell where the line must be drawn. 
If such a rule is made to meet Mr. 
Forster's case, another Speaker may 
plead in justification of some gross 
breach of the traditions of bis office that 
there was no rule of the bouse against 
it. These things must be left to the 
Speaker's own sense of what is right 
and proper, except that where, as in the 
present case, a salutary rule has been de- 
parted from, it is expedient for the house 
to express its disapproval. We do not 
charge Mr. Forster with any intentional 
departure from the rules which he ought 
to observe. We never have done this. 
What we have said and what we repeat 
is that he does not seem to appreciate 
the obligations of his position. Fur 
example, it was perfectly proper for him 
to speak yesterday, but having spoken 
lie ought to have withdrawn from the 
house, and thus left the members free 
to "discuss the subject unembarrassed by 
his position in the chair, and have 
avoided any necessity for ruling upon 
any point of order arising in a debate so 
personal to himself, and also the possi- 
bility of having''to decide the question 
by his casting vote, as might have been 
the case seeing that there was an even 
number of members on the floor. That 
no emergency arose calling for his inter- 
ference, except in u small and simple 
matter of order, was accidental, Mr. 
Forster will see in what an embarrassing 
position be had been placed if the bouse 
bad tied on the resolution, and will per- 
haps appreciate the force of our sugges- 
tion that he ought to have retired. 

Messrs. Dcane and Kcllie felt called 
upon to question the motives behind the 
resolution. This is exactly the calibre 
of these gentlemen. No question can be 
suggested, which they are capable of 
discussing without looking for some 
ulterior motive on the part of those sug- 
gesting it. but it may be well to say to 
them that if they are unable to under- 
stand how men and newspapers can be 
honestly actuated by principle, the mis- 
fortune is theirs. Speaking for itseir. 
the Colonist says that it has learned 
from the history of parliamentary gov- 
ernment how important it is to preserve 



RESTORE RESPONSIBLE 

GOVERNMENT. 

It is time that responsible government 
was restored in British Columbia. We 
say this because of the very remarkable 
act of the government in bringing down 
a communication from the Lieutenant- 
Governor dealing with the mining laws. 
We wish to be thoroughly understood in 
this mutter. We do not suggest that tho 
Lieutenant-Governor may not properly 
make representations to his ministers on 
any subject of public interest. On the 
contrary, we bold it to be not only the 
privilege, but the duty, of the Lieutenant- 
Governor to give the province every pos- 
sible advantage of bis experience, know- 
ledge and observation. The books on con- 
stitutional law, while very explicit as to 
the power of the crown or its representa- 
tive to act only through responsible mini- 
sters, are equally clear that it is the duly 
of the sovereign or his representative to 
present his views to his ministers when- 
ever he thinks it to be necessary. Abun- 
dant historical instances, in which this 
has been done, could readily be cited. 
One couspieiicous case may lie mention- 
ed, namely, when the Queen impressed 
her personal views upon her advisers at 
a critical period in the American War of 
Secession. How the personal views of 
tbe sovereign or her representative shall 
be communicated to the ministry must lie 
left to her to decide. It may be done 
Informally, or, if there is any likelihood 
that some political issue may depend up- 
on it, a formal method may be adopt- 
ed. When Lieutenant-Governor Gordon 
brought about the ministerial crisis, in 
New Brunswick over Confederation, be 
communicated his views to his advisers 
in writing. This is one case out of many 
that could be cited, but it is well known 
that in all the provinces and colonies 
where the relations of the governors with 
their ministers are personally cordial, the 
ministers very frequently have the bene- 
fit of the governor's advice touching sub- 
jects of public importance. Therefore we 
take no exception to the action of Lieu- 
tenant-Governor Mclnnes in laying be- 
fore his advisers his views on the several 
matters brought under his notice in At- 
lin, but ou the contrary approve very 
highly of his course. This is not to say 
that we endorse the views which he ex- 
pressed in his memorandum, for we are 
not able to do so entirely, but we do not 
wish in any way to discuss the merits 
of his recommendation. What we have 
in mind is the grave breach of responsible 
government involved in the submission of 
those views to the legislature. A more 
serious breach of privilege con hardly be 
suggested. 

His Honor's advisers have plunged him 
into the cauldron of polities. When the 
amendments to the Placer Mining Act 
are brought down, the personal views of 
tlie Lieutenant-Governor will be discuss- 
ed on the floor of the legislature — that is 
if the document referred to is used for 
the only possible purpose for which re- 
turns can be used. The house will take 
up the bill knowing what parts of it 
do and what do not meet with the ap- 
proval of the representative of tbe crown. 
Instead of the house being free to discus: 
the subject in its widest aspect nntram 
moiled by any knowledge that the Lieu 
tenant-Governor's views are being an- 
tagonized, there will not be a point in 
the whole discussion where members will 
enjoy that lull freedom of debate which 
is their unquestioned right. The govern- 
ment has interposed the office of Lieut 
ant-Governor between itself and the 
gisluture. This is not all, for the moment 
the Lieutenant-Governor's views 
placed before tbe public upon any ques- 
tion of pending legislation, the whole sy 
tern of ministerial government falls t 
the ground. The responsibility for this 
extraordinary action rests, not upon the 
Lieutenant-Governor, but upon his mini- 
sters, who have thrown down one by 
one all the bulwarks of constitutional 
government. We do not know if this 
done in ignorance or not, but there 
reason to believe that it is not. Shortly 
after the Turner ministry was dismissed 
the Finance Minister's paper, the New 
Advertiser, replying to tiie Colonist, said 
that in a province like British Columbia 
it was impossible to apply the principles 
of responsible government. 

Wo submit that the time has come 
when the people of this province shall be 
informed if they are living under respon- 
sible government or not. If they do u 
is very clear that the duty of the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor is to surround himself 
with advisers who will treat his com- 
munications to them with the same hon- 
orable secrecy as he treats their com- 
munications to him. This is not a mat- 
ter of trllliriji or passing interest, for we 
tear if this and future legislatures are 
to be told before they consider any suD- 
ject what the Lieutenant-Governor's 
views are, parliamentary government will 
be endangered and ministerial responsi- 
bility will become ii^ thing of the past

Under tbe facts stated 
by our correspondent the suggestion ap- 
pears reasonable. 



Not one paper in British Columbia 
has endorsed the proposal current a week 
or so ogo that a coalition should be 
formed between the government and 
opposition. It is somewhat singular 
that while this idea is known to have 
met, with favor in certain quarters in the 
house, there is absolutely no response to 
it in the country. The reason of this 
ir not far to seek. Tbe grounds of oppo- 
sition to the present government are 
matters in which principles are involved, 
and the country is in no mood to stand 
a compromise made for personal reasons. 
Those persons who think otherwise — and 
so far as we know they are few in num- 
ber—have simply not informed them- 
selves as to the condition of public 
opinion. 



How absurd it is for the Timea to say 
that the Colonist blames the eight-hour 
law for the closing u{ the War Eagle and 
Centre Star mines. Here is what tin 1 
Colonist said: "The shutting down of the 
War Eagle and Centre Star mines will 
be i ve-y severe thing fur Rossland and 
Trail, notwithstanding the fact that the 
intention is to instul a more extensive 
plant. Tho discharge of a large number 
of employees from these mines, and pos- 
sibly in consequence from the Trail smel- 
ter coupled with the interruption of work 
through the working of the eight-hour 
IllW is an unfortunate thing for Kim- 
tenay." By no possible construction of 
language can this be distorted to mean 
that the mines mentioned were closed 
down by reason of the eight-hour law. 
In fact it is expressly stated that they 
were closed for an entirely different rea- 
son. Why cannot the Times avoid this 
cheap misrepresentation of its contempor- 
aries '!

The Times thinks that the attack in 
tiie Kamloops Standard relating to the 
Lieutenant-Governor are the natural 
sequence of the criticism of bis conduct 
in dismissing the Turner ministry. As 
the newspaper which criticized that act 
more than any of its contemporaries, the 
Colonist cannot permit a statement like 
this to pass unchallenged. There is no 
connection whatever between constitu- 
tional criticism and personal attack. 
They are as wide asunder as the poles. 
The constitutionality of a thing done by 
the representative of the crown may, 
and indeed ought, to be criticized in the 
fullest possible way, but of all persons 
within a province, a lieutenant-governor 
ought to be free from personal attack. 
We know that the- Times will not be 
able to see the distinction, but it is a 
wide one nevertheless. Tbe criticism 
directed against Lieutenant-Governor 
Mel nues was because he had done a per- 
fectly constitutional act in an unconstitu- 
tional way; in other words, not that he 
had no right to dismiss Mr. Turner, but 
that the reasous for the dismissal were 
constitutionally insufficient. But no 
degree of insufficiency would warrant a 
personal attack upon him, and no such 
attacks were made, at least so far as 
the columns of this newspaper and the 
halls of the legislature are concerned. 
We have said that the right of dismissal 
is vested in the lieutenant-governor by 
the constitution. This position we took 
on the morning following Mr. Turner's 
dismissal. We go further and say that 
a lieutenant-governor may constitution- 
ally dismiss a ministry, which has not a 
working parliamentary majority, when 
it becomes evident that the ministry in- 
tends to hold on notwithstanding this 
fact. 



HINT TO LOCAL BOERS. 



From t tie Rosal ind Record. 

There are a sort of men in Rossland 
who are citizens of the United States and 
yet forget the conduct which good taste 
dictates to them as sojourners under a 
foreign flag. While Great Britain is en- 
gaged in a struggle' into which the whole 
Empire has' thrown its heart* as it never 
did before, those guests of the flag mis* 
no opportunity to, publicly exult over the 
reverses which nave befallen British 
arms, and express hope for the success 
of Britain's enemies. They are but a 
few among the American residents of 
Rossland, for the vast, majority know 
that Britain is fighting the battles of 
liberty in South Africa and are almost as 
keen in their anxiety for the success as 
are tho subjects of the empire themselves. 

These few Boer sympathizers need to 
be reminded where they stand. They 
were allowed to come in without hind- 
rance and they are protected in the pur- 
suit of their lawful vocations by laws as 
liberal as any in their own country. The 
very liberty of speech which they abuse 
willi impunity should be the chief re- 
straint upon them, anil the impunity 
which they thus enjoy is au evidence of 
courtesy to tho strangers within their 
gates, which British subjects curry to an 
extreme. When a man receives n guest 
into his house, common courtesy re- 
quires that guest not to exult in his host's 
misfortunes and laud his host's enemies. 
In case a man so offends, public opinion 
justifies the aggrieved person in (showing 
him to the door and no great fault is 
found if his dismissal should be empha- 
sized by a kick. To follow out the par- 
allel, it would be considered a venial of- 
fence if some Briton, in righteous anger, 
should soundly thrash one of these men 
who insult the flag under whose shelter 
they have placed themselves. 

The rights and wrongs of the Boer war 
have been so thoroughly discussed before 
the bnr of public opinion the world over 
that it seems impossible for a candid 
mind to doubt the justice of the British 
cause. The besr thought of the Ameri- 
can people endorses the British claim and 
declares the cause for which the Queen's 
armies nn; fighting to be the same cause 
of freedom for which Americana con- 
tended against Britain a century and a 
quarter ago. But if any foreign citizen 
dwelling on British soil cannot take this 
view ami believes right to be on the 
ither side, the least he can do is to keep 
his opinions to himself until he has re- 
moved himself across the boundary to 
the land where he can express them with- 
out ofi'end'mg against the laws of hospi- 
tality.

The mover explained that his resolu- 
t ion had been prompted in u measure 
by reports on the question of the 
Speaker's position that had lately been 
current, and a feeling that the house 
should definitely determine the course 
thnt a Speaker should take on this ques- 
tion. Personally ho thought that the 
Speaker should not take an active part 
with either side of the house, inasmuch 
as bo was' supposed and expected to be 
absolutely impartial in his dealings with 
the house. He asked for a ruling by the 
house upon the principle involved— 
which was all that the resolution con- 
templated. 

Hon. Mr. Scmlin confessed that he bad 
been considerably interested in this reso- 
lution when it appeared on the orders, 
and somewhat in doubt ns to what was 
meant by the mover. lie had wondered 
how parliamentary institutions and good 
government could be in any way affect- 
ed, one way or another, by the Speaker 
attending or not attending the caucuses 
of the party to which ho might owe 
allegiance. He regretted to see that 
the mover had in no way supported, 
simplified or made good his position. As 
for the party status of the Speaker, it 
had always been the practice of this, as 
other houses, to select for the Speaker's 
chair a strong and dominant member of 
the dominant party, and he failed to see 
wherein the Speaker became any more 
a partizan by attending the caucuses of 
the party with which li<- might bo in 
sympathy. It certainly could have no 
bearing or effect upon his position or his 
impartiality as Speaker of the house. 

Mr. Turner expressed very consider-

For this reason, it was the 
custom for the British Speaker to be re- 
elected by acclamation, becoming then a 
lord. In the Dominion house the Speaker 
would not dream of making a political 
speech or attending a political meeting 
or a party caucus. Mr. Martin said no 
complaint could be easily made in the 
house as the rules assumed the Speaker 
to bo impartial. An appeal to the house 
was really a party vote. He had no hesi- 
tation, however, in saying frequently this 
session ho had felt that the Speaker had 
been partial and unfair. Other members 
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Mr. Macpherson or the government 
should have tried to remedy the evil 
which he had tried to throw on the shoul- 
ders of the opposition members. 

Mr. J. M. Martin maintained that it 
was a strange thing the opposition bad not 
introduced such a motion long ago. He 
would not put himsellf out of the way 
to impute motives to the mover or the op- 
position. Thai was Hardly possible when 
one gazed at that array of bland, inno- 
cents. The mover, however, should not 
have spoken of the reports alleged to 
be current, if lie wished the house to be- 
lieve the statement that he was offering 
an abstract resolution.

Colonel Baker would not have contrib- 
uted to the debate hut for the suggestion 
of the Premier that no harm was to bo 
anticipated from a Speaker of the house 
attending the party caucuses— a position 
Willi which it was evident even Mr. 
Speaker himself dissented. He (Colonel 
Baker) regarded such attendance as most 
unseemly, especially in view of the oath.

Son. Mr. Henderson said that he too 
■had not anticipated having to apeak, but 
the honorable member for South Kant 
Kootenay was so childlike and bland 
that he could not overlook some of bis 
remarks. Col. Maker had said that 
nothing was imputed by the opposition 
Bide of the house iu moving and support- 
ing this resolution. The Attorney -Gen- 
eral did not exactly see what Col. Baker 
meant by thisi for the mover of the 
resolution had given as hi* ground for 
moving it " that certain rumors had 
been in circulation," while the honorable 
member for Vancouver (Mr. Martin) 
gave a distinct intimation or the reason 
why he was supporting this resolution. 
Under these circumstances be could not 
see how Col. Baker could say that there 
was no attempt made to attach this reso- 
lution to the conduct of the present 
Speaker. lie thought it was clearly 
shown that there was intention to cast u 
reflection upon the Speaker. (Opposi- 
tion cries of "No.") 

The Attorney-General was glad to 
hear the honorable member for Vancou- 
ver say "No," but, he said, whatever 
might be the views of the majority, it 
would go out to the country, if this reso- 
lution passed, that the Speaker was cen- 
sured. That would inevitably be the 
result of the passage of such a resolu- 
tion, and he intended to oppose the 
motion because he thought it wus un- 
necessary. 

Mr. Helmcken thought the debate had 
gone beyond the limits of the resolution, 
lie would not think of questioning Mr 
Speaker's fairness. He always hoped 
to uphold the dignity of the house and 
the Speaker. All the speakers had Haid 
they had no objection to the spirit of this 
resolution being incorporated In the 
rules of the house, and he did not sec, 
therefore, why the resolution should not 
pnss. lie always had entertained the 
greatest respect for the Speaker, and 
always hoped to merit the same from 
him. 

The resolution was then put and di 
fentcd on a straight party vote of 10 to 
17, Mr. Prentice voting with the govern- 
ment. 

OHILOAT PASS RAILWAY. 

In moving the second reading of the 
Chilcat Pass Railway bill, Mr. Kellie 
explained that it was proposed to incor- 
porate a company to build a line of rail- 
way inland from Pyramid Harbor to a 
point on the Dalton trail, a considerable 
section of British Columbia territory- 
known to be rich in copper— being there- 
by opened up. The proposed road would 
neither parallel nor otherwise interfere 
with any other road. 

Mr. Joseph Martin regarded this as 
one of several bills now pending, with 
which the house would require to pro- 
ceed with due caution. He had no ob- 
jection to the line in question, but iu re- 
spect to all lines seeking an outlet iu the 
ports of Lynn Canal, he held that the 
government should proceed with full re- 
gard for the unsettled boundary ques- 
tion, and the expressed determination of 
the federal authorities not to charter 
lines in this locality until this important 
issue had been definitely passed upon. 
He had no objection to the railway pro- 
posed to be chartered— as was well 
know, he was heartily in favor of rail- 
way competition— but the situation in the 
North nt the present time was distinctly 
peculiar, and the British Columbia auth- 
orities should move with sufficient cau- 
tion as not to conflict with or defeat 
Canadian policy. If it should turn out 
that British Columbia should not event- 
ually have a port on Lynn Canal, the 
efforts of all Canadians (and all British 
Columbians more especially) should be 
directed toward the securing of a rail 
way from some port on the Canadian 
roast into the northern eountrj — either 
Port Simpson or some other suitable 
port undeniably within British territory 
He brought this matter forward in order 
either that an expression might be hnd 
from the government, or that the debate 
might be adjourned to enable the gov 
ernment to consider the important issue 
which it appeared to him might be in- 
volved. 

Mr. Helgesen did not agree with the 
conclusions of the last speaker. 

Hon. Mr. Semlin, replying to Mr. Mar- 
tin, declared that this was by no means 
a new question. It had been under 
consideration for years, and was pretty 
thoroughly understood throughout the 
province. In this connection the con- 
clusion had been reached tiiat until it 
was known that there would be local 
feeders of importance for a line from a 
Canadian port into the Fur North and 
Northwest, such as a road from Port 
Simpson, it was useless to look for such 
a road as an active competitor for busi 
ness with the road direct from Lynn 
('anal. This road would necessarily in- 
volve a much shorter haul, and conse- 
quently would be favored by trade, be- 
sides costing infinitely less in the first 
instance. 

Mr. Booth thought that the Premier 
quite missed the point of Mr. .Martin's 
argument, with which he agreed— 
namely that care should be taken not to 
conflict with the federal policy in regnrd 
to rnilwajri in the North— in view of the 
undecided boundary question. The Do- 
minion government was trying to obtain 
a port on Lynn Canal for Canada, and 
while the United States virtually admit- 
ted the right of Canada to such a port, 
they said they would not give it — they 
were in possession and proposed to re- 
main so. They even admitted that 
Skngway was properly in Canada, but 
they would not relinquish that city. It 
therefore became the duty of Canada 
not to further promote the development 
of the country held by the Americans 
until this important question had been 
properly determined. By passing this 
bill hurriedly it was possible that the 
government of British Columbia might 
be establishing another port on Lynn 
Canal for the advantage of the Ameri- 
cans and against the interests of Can- 
ada. Much of the present difficulty 
would have been avoided but for the 
action of the Canadian Senate in killing 
the chances of the Canadian road to 
the Par North— if it bad but been built, 
there never would have been any White 
Pass road nor any city of Skngway. 

Mr. Martin again explained his point. 
It was not as the Premier had gathered; 
he merely wished to know if the govern- 
ment had carefully considered whether 
the chartering of this road would not 
conflict with the federal scheme concern- 
ing railways in the North, and the 
settlement of the boundary dispute. 

Mr. Maepherson held that the charter- 
ing of 'his railway did not apply to the 
general case at till, inasmuch as the 
road did not propose to go into the 
Northwest Territories at the present or 
any future date. It was purely a local 
road to open up a limited district, all in 
British Columbia, and develope its re- 
sources. 

Captain Irving held that, the nrgument 
of Mr. Booth was, "not. worth considera- 
tion." as the Americans had already tak- 
en possession of Pyramid Harbor. ' This 
■was merely a short tine through a new 



camp Of copper oro, and the government 
and t'ue house should do their best to 
put It through at -once. 

Mr. McPhillips argued at length that in 
this as other oases the policy of the gov- 
ernment was -shown as being to entirely 
disregard the federal authority. It won 
futile to eiipect from such a government 
any consideration for national interests. 
He endowed Mr. Martin's logic as strong 
and cogent, and hoped to see the govern- 
ment experience a change of heart iu the 
near future. 

Mr. Kellie denied that this road could 
possibly be replaced by any all-Cauadian 
road; there was no other route possible 
into the country to be opened up, and the 
railway was not intended to be ultimately 
extended anywhere else. Port Simpson 
woe six hundred miles away iu another 
direction, this road only proposing to ex- 
tend a matter of thirty-live or torty 
miles. 

Mr. Higgins wanted an assurance that 
the special provisions of the hill had been 
accepted by the promoters of the road. 

Mr. EbertS agreed with much that had 
been said by the introducer of the bill, 
but took occasion to join issue with the 
remarks of the Premier. While this road 
did not touch the question of federal pol- 
icy iu connection with northern railway 
building, it was distinctly a railway 
for the opening up of the northern part of 
the province, and he regretted to see that 
this was a subject which the Premier 
apparently regarded as of no importance 
whatever. In dealing with the relative 
advantages of the proposed railways of 
the north, it was not to be overlooked 
that while a Canadian line started much 
further south, and the road from Lynn 
canal would therefore be more direct, 
the sea voyage was at tin' same time 
shortened by the Canadian route, and 
time saved thereby. The government, he 
heard was utterly blind to the import- 
ance of opening up the rich northern dis- 
tricts of the province, and of diverting 
the Yukon trade thus into British Co- 
lumbia and Canada. He would vote for 
the second reading, hut he strongly dis- 
agreed with this portion of the Premier's 
remarks. 

The second reading carried, only Mr. 
Booth voting "No." 

KOOTENAY ELICCTB1C CO. 

Colonel Baker, m moving the second 
reading of the hill to incorporate the 
Crow's Nest Pass Electric Light & Pow- 
er Company, explained that this was sole- 
ly for the purpose of incorporating a com- 
pany which would utilize available wa- 
ter power, and provide a suitable plant to 
light the town of Fernie by electricity, 
and supply power in the adjacent neigh- 
borhood. The names of the gentlemen 
appearing as promoters was a guarantee 
of the financial ability of "the company to 
carry through its proposals, while due 
security had been made In the bill for the 
preservation of the rights of the pro- 
vine and of the public. 

Ah certain members had not yet had 
opportunity of inspecting the bill, the de- 
bate was adjourned upon the motion of 
Mr. Maepherson. 

TAIvU AND ATLIN ROAD. 

The second reading of the bill to incor- 
porate the Taku and Atlin Railway & 
Navigation Company (Mr. Green) was 
agreed to, after the father of this mea- 
sure had explained to the house that the 
road in question did not come within the 
scope of the' argument of Mr. Martin. 
It was merely to provide for a very ne- 
cessary portage. 

Mr.McPhilllps pointed out that there 
were in the hill certain sections which in 
his opinion would lead to its disallowance. 
He reserved the right to move for their 
elimination when the measure reached 
the committee stage. 

UOCK BAY & SALMON RAILWAY. 

Mr. Tisdall in presenting the bill to in- 
corporate the Kock Lay & Salmon Rail- 
way for second reading, explained that 
this was not a speculation" road, but a 
line proposed to he built by a well known 
firm of lumbermen having headquarters 
nt Vancouver, in the currying out of their 
business. L would extend from Johnson 
straits to Campbell lake, and would go 
far toward developing and opening up 
the resources of this portion of the coun- 
try. 

Mr. Wells believed that there would be 
a necessity for reducing the bonding pow- 
er of the company, and announced that 
he would probably have an amendment to 
propose in this connection when the bill 
reached committee. He did not. how- 
ever, intend to oppose the second reading. 

Mr. McPhillips also intimated that he 
would, at the committee stage, have n 
motion to propose, for tin- elimination of 
certain sections that to him appeared ob- 
jectionable. 

The second reading carried. 

VANCOUVER & LULU ISLAND 
RAILWAY. 

The bill to amend the Vancouver ami 
Lulu Island Railway Company's act of 
ISO", by extending the time for complet- 
tion of the roatl from three years to live 
years, was presented for second reading 
by Mr. Helmcken, and the reading car- 
ried, the bill being set for committee at 
the next sitting of the house. 

On the- house resuming shortly after 
8:30 Mr. .Maepherson presented a peti- 
tion from the Vancouver Trade* and La- 
bor Council asking that the eight-hour 
law be not interfered with. 

COMPANIES ACT AMENDMENTS. 

The house again went into committee 
on the Companies bill (No. 20) with Mr. 
Robertson in the chair. 

Mr. McPhillips moved the following xs 
a new clause: "Notwithstanding any law 
to the contrary, it shall be lawful for 
companies incorporated under any sta- 
tute of this province, whose principal and 
mam bur.in?ss is to 'lcquin tracts of 
land, with the object of sub-dividing the 
same into lots and selling such lots when 
so subdivided as aforesaid, provided such 
companies have paid all debts legally ow- 
ing by them, or have made ample provis- 
ion for the payment of tin? same, testi-

fied by a statutory declaration made by 
the secretary of the company, such sta- 
tutory declaration to be filed with the 
registrar of joint stock companies— to de- 
clare and pay dividends out of the mon- 
eys being the net proceeds of the sale 
of their lands so subdivided as aforesaid, 
and all such dividends and payments 
shall be taken and considered as a re- 
duction of the capital of such company. 

"A resolution passed by the sharehold- 
ers holding at least two-thirds in value 
of the paid up capital stock of the com- 
pany, at a meeting duly called for that 
purpose, shall he necessary for the de- 
claration and payment of such dividends; 
and such resolution shall only be passed 
after the expiration of ten days from the 
filing of the statutory declarations here- 
inbefore required to be filed with the re- 
gistrar of joint stock companies. 

'A copy of every such resolution, un- 
der the seal of the company, and certi- 
fied to by the secretary of the company, 
shall be filed at the office of the regis- 
trar of Joint stock companies within ten 
days after the passing of the resolution, 
and ten days shall elapse after the fil- 
ing thereof before payment out of any 
such dividends to the shareholders shall 
be made. 

"After the filing of every such resolu- 
tion with the registrar of joint stock com- 
panies, the said registrar shall, by a pub- 
lic notice published iu four issues of the 
British Columbia Gazette, declare to 
what sum the capital of any such com- 
pany by such payment of dividends 
stands reduced." 

In speaking to the resolution, Mr. Mc- 
Phillips said while it was undesirable to 
change the law more than was necessary, 
it seemed to him wise to anticipate the 
future somewhat and provide safeguards 
which may be needed here in Canada and 
British Columbia, though tin' English 
law on the subject has not such a provi- 
sion as that now offered. Where compan- 
ies were formed for and dealt exclusive- 
ly in land, they are riot now able to dis- 
tribute as dividends the proceeds of the 
sales of tin' lands which are really the 
assets of the company. The resolution, it 
will be found, provides the method in 
which this may lie dune while safeguard- 
ing the interests of all concerned. 

Hon. Mr. Cotton wanted to know what 
cheap and easy way a creditor of the 
company could oppose the reduction of 
capital . Mr. .McPhillips said the person 
could and should institute proceedings to 
restrain ihe company from acting, pro- 
vided the statements made by the com- 
pany had not been truthful. If a com- 
pany were seeking to delude the public 
they could as easily delude the court. 
A false declaration would do this, but 
even if the 'judge should interpose it 
would be nil the worse for the company, 
as the boa. the P resident of the Council 
thought it was putting too much respon- 
sibility on the registrar by requiring him 
to do a lot of clerical work to reduce the 
capital, not by the amount of the divid- 
ends paid, but by the value of the assets 
left. Mr. McPhillips illustrated a case 
iu reply to this, showing it to be rea- 
sonable to allow the shareholders to have 
their profits, and if they like wind up 
their company. 

The amendment was finally adopted, 
and the committee reported the bill com- 
plete with amendments. 

SUPREME COURT ACT. 

The house wen! into committee on the 
Supreme Court bill, with Mr. Prentice 
in the chair. 

The Attorney-General said he had giv- 
en some consideration to the suggestion 
that there should be certain fixed sittings 
of the Full court in the Kootenays, but 
he thought it would be inadvisable to 
make this a feature of the statute at pre- 
sent. These sittings were fixed by or- 
ders-in-councll and, if fixed by statute, 
he was sure it would not work out well 
in practice. The chairman here called 
everybody to order and Messrs. Pooley 
and Joseph Martin in particular. The 
latter said he had another bill to amend 
the Supreme Court Act and if it passed 
he would suggest that the two be eonsoli 
dated, the present bill remaining in com- 
mittee till then. Mr. Pooley moved a 
a new section, fixing the court vacation 
for August and September. Mr. Joseph 
Mi. r tin said those months would suit 
those best who were inclined to spend 
their holidays in shooting or fishing, but 
in July and August there was less le 
business to he attended to. 

The President of the Council suggested 
it would be in order to ask the judges 
and lawyers which they would sooner do 
work or go fishing. (Laughter. i 

Mr. .1. M. Martin wanted four sitting? 
each year in the Kootenuys. 

Mr. McPhillips said the Law Soeietj 
had asked the government to make tin 
vacation during the warmest months of 

the year fr a business point of view. 

He would like the matter laid over till 
till' Bar Association could In- heard 
from. 

Mr. Eberts did not see that It made much 
difference, bat It might be as well to allow 
the matter to stand over. The Hon. the 
Attorney-General saj.d the judges had not 
made any suggestions regarding the holi- 
days. He was quite »Teeabie Hint the 
proposed section should receive consider- 
ation. This section was laid over. 

Mr. Joseph Martin proposed a new section 
lo tlx four Sittings of the court to try 
civil actions at HoBsInnd and at Xelson at 
the time of the assizes with additional sit- 
tings at the latter place to be given notice 
of at least six months previous by order- 
In-couiicll. Continuing, Mr. Mart 111 said the 
Attorney-General was in error; tin- coucts 
were not llxid by order-ln-counell. The 
Judges fixed that anil In practice the »ys- 
tem had been found to be practicable. 

The Attorney-General explained where he 
was right, and then moved that the pi 
inlttee rise and report progress, which was 
done. 

NEW WESTMINSTER RELIEF. 
The house went Into committee on the 
New Westminster Relief bill, Mr. Mac- 
plierson In the chair. The several clauses 
were passed without debate, anil the hill 
was reported complete without amend- 
ment. The report was adopted, and the 
bill was then read a third time and pa,«sed. 

THE REVENUE TAX. 

In moving the second reading of the Rev- 
enue Tax 1)111. Hon. Mr. Cotton said the ob- 
ject was to make a change in the act as 
far ns it effects the four cities of Victoria, 
Vancouver, New Westminster nnd Nannltuo, 
and the provincial revenue tux, This was 
In connection with the Public School bill 
now,,mi the order paper. By it. It will be 
seen that several other towns will soon be 
placed In the same category regarding the 
per capita tax. There had consequently 
been considerable friction, chiefly In the 
collection of the Chinese tax, and it had 
been considered desirable for the govern- 
ment to cancel the arrangement previously 
IW-Se with the four cities named and grant 
them, of course, compensation. The Hon. 
Mr. Cotton then briefly explained the reas- 
on for several clauses referring to the col- 
lection of the tax from Chinese, ninny of 
whom had been passed on one receipt, and 
In some cases Chinese had uttered false re- 
ceipts. These amendments had been sug- 
gested after a conference with collectors. 

Mr. Hlgglns held that tills was not In or- 
der, but Mr. Cotton said that point had 
been considered. It was not a question 
of new taxes, but it was only transferring 
from one to another department. 

Mr. Eberts and Mr. McPhillips did not 
agree with Hon. Mr. Cotton; they held 
the point was well taken. Mi. Turner nlso 
took this .view, and referred to the fact 
that the School bill referred to had been 



brought down by messages from his honor 
the Lieutenant-Governor for that reason. 

Mr. Maepherson said there was no new 
appropriation. 

Hon. Mr. Cotton said the governmeat hud 
no object in doing anything Irregular. «na 
if a message from His Honor were neces- 
sary It would be got. The Attorney-Gen- 
eral held the point was not well taken; the 
Incidence of the impost was not changed; 
merely an explanatory clause had been left 
out. 

The Speaker reserved his judgment on this 
point. Several authorities were cited for 
his guidance, and the debate was adjourn- 
ed. 

RAILWAY ASSESSMENTS. 

In moving the second reading of the 
Railway Assessment bill the Attorney-Gen- 
ernl said It war. solely to correct a clerical 
error In eh. 180 of the Revised Statutes. 

The house then adjourned until 2 p.m. 
Thursday. 



SOUTH AFRICAN WAR. 

Earnest Words Prom Sources That 
Seem to He Entirely Reliable. 

New York Christian Advocate. 

The Very Rev. James Greeu, dean of 
Muritzburg, who emigrated to Cape Col- 
ony in 1S-IS, and was dean under the al- 
most forgotten Bishop Colenso, and his 
successors since 1857, has written to a 
friend in. England some suggestive 
words: 

"Up to this lime Cod's chastening hand 
has been heavy on the English in South 
Africa, in the 'sufferings which so many 
hundreds of our women have had to en- 
dure, and are still enduring, and nothing 
but poverty fronts, we may say, thou- 
sands; but 1 look forward to the English 
supremacy being re-established in the 
end, it' we will but humble ourselves be- 
fore God. I do so, because the Trans- 
vaal government is a military oligarchy, 
corrupt, oppressive, and blindly ambi- 
tious, whereas ours always aims at being 
just and generous; so, while the Truns- 
'•aal would scornfully tread us under 
foot, we are ready to give the Dutch 
everywhere equal rights with ourselves. 

. . Therefore it is that I trust to see 
the Queen's sovereignty upheld, but how 
soon Cod only knows. The war is a 
civil war reaching from Capetown to 
Delagon Bay, and the Dutch have been 
diligently preparing for it for twenty 
years, but I hope the energy with which 
they have commenced the war will has- 
ten the end. They have apparently 
brought their whole force into the field, 
having themselves no reserves to fall 
back upon, Their efforts must conse- 
quently expend themselves in a short 
time, nnd then let us pray that peace 
may be restored.'' 

But they will not attract quite so much 
attention as a communication in the Mis- 
sion World from the Rev. J. S. Moffat, 
son of the celebrated Dr. Moffat, and 
brother-in-law of Dr. Livingstone: 

"With the thunderous clash of arms all 
around us, it may seem scarcely a time 
to secure a hearing on anything like the 
religious and civil warfare of the native 
in South Africa. Yet the war now go- 
ing on between white men is being watch- 
ed by the native with intense concern. 
As one of them put it to me the other 
day; 'If the English win, then we black 
men can breathe and live; if tho Boers 
win, then we may as well die, for we 
shall be no more looked upon as men, 
but as cattle: so wc shall all go home 
and pray to Cod to make the arms of 
the English strong.' And this is really 
the question of the day in South Africa: 
Are wo tu have all men, British, Boer 
and aboriginal, dwelling together with 
equal rights as men under the British 
Hag. or are .we to have the domination of 
a Boer oligarchy over British and blacks 
alike?

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The annual report of the committee of 
management of the J.B.A.A., submitted 
at tlic meeting on Tuesday evening, fol- 
lows: 

To the Shareholders and Members of the 
.1. B. A. A.: 

Gentlemen: The managing committee of 
the James liny Athletic Association here- 
with submit their ninth annual report on 
the condition mid progress of the club dur- 
ing the year just ended. 

We nre again able to state that the pnsl 
year has been one of the most satisfactory 
In the annuls of the association, the enthu- 
siasm prevailing in all club sports ami the 
large number taking an active part there- 
in very greatly exceeding nil previous re- 
cords. 

The secretary-treasurer* 
mcnt herewith presented 
healthy improvement. Dm 
membership has Increased 
70 new members having t 
roll and 1!) resignations received. 

We will now present for your consider- 
ation under appropriate heads various mat- 
ters that have arisen since the last annual 
meeting. 

HOUSE. 

The house committee at the commence- 
ment of the year delegated to each of its 
members the management of a particular 
portion of the work, and the system was 
found to work very satisfactorily, each 
branch being very carefully looked after. 

The interest In the whist competitions 
lias not been so great as In previous years, 
owing, undoubtedly, to th<« strong counter- 
attraction of band-ball, which has flllcd the 
gymnasium nightly. Nevertheless a num- 
ber of interesting tournaments were held 
during the winter months. A match is in 
course of arrangement, and will be played 
shortly between the J. I!. A. A. ami the 
Pacific Club. 

In the early summer a very successful 
smoking concert was held iu the gym- 
nasium, and the retiring committee would 
suggest that a series of these entertain- 
ments be given during the coming year, 
as a means of bringing the members to- 
gether and of introducing new members and 
visitors to the club. 

The annual festivities in connection with 
ushering In the new year were duly ob- 
served by the club, and again all records 
were broken, both in point of attendance 
and in the excellence of the entertainment 
provided. Fully one hundred and twenty 
members and friends of the club were pres- 
ent and everyone voted the affair an Im- 
mense success. 

ATHLETIC STOUTS.

BASKET-BALI.. 

Our 180S-1889 basket-ball tram have again 
demonstrated their superiority, by winning 
tbc local championship for the year, from 
the live other teams belonging to the Vic- 
toria Raskel-Bail League, having nine ((>) 
games won to their credit and only one 
lust. . The game that was lust by our 
players was won. after a brilliant game, 
by a score of 2 to by the No. o Company 
Of the Fifth Regiment, who bold the dis- 
tinction of being the only team from the 
date of the match to the present time who 
have lowered our colors In this line. The 
aggregate of points secured by our players 
In the ten matches was the large number 
of seventy six. as against twenty-one scor- 
ed by our opponents. 

Your committee had the great satisfaction 
of securing as one of the features of the 
celebration In honor of Her Mujesty on 
the 21 Bi of May last, an open air match 
between the Seattle Y.M.O.A. and our own 
team. The game was a very close and In- 
teresting one and as usual resulted In a win 
for the association. 

A retnru match was played with Seattle 
iu December last, and was again won, this 
time rather easily, by our association. 

We are sorry to say that the local basket- 
ball league has become defunct, owing to 
the fact that all the teams, other than our 
own, have apparently lost interest and 
have not reorganized. Our players, how-

In view of the possible introduction of 
smallpox from the neighboring state of 
Washington, the Provincial Government hag 
in contemplation the putting Into force of 
"The Regulations of the Provincial Board 
of Health re Smallpox." 

These "Regulations" give the Local Board 
of Health power to compel all persons who 
have not been vaccinated within the lust 
7 years to be vaccinated. In the opinion 
of the Local Board, the present circum- 
stances do not Indicate the enforcing of 
"compulsory vaccination," but for the pur- 
pose of safeguarding the public health the 
Board would earnestly advise all persona 
to whom these "Regulations" would ap- 
ply to be at once vaccinated. 

Anv one unable to pay will be vaccinated 
free by any physician In Victoria. A supply 
of pure fresh bovine vaccine is now in the 
bunds of nil the physicians In the city.

; TUBERCULOSIS. 
v TUB COST OF EDUCATION. 

Sir: In reply to Mr. Musgrnve's first 
letter I referred to only one of the sev- 
eral points raised by him. namely the 
inclusion of the High school In the 
general system of provincial education. 
Though there are undoubtedly quite a 
number of people in this part of the 
world who share with him the view 
that High schools should not be n charge 
upon the public treasury, but should lie 
closed if they cannot be made self-sup- 
porting, nevertheless the world over, sec- 
ondary, as well as primary schools, are 
recognized as an absolutely necessary 
and inevitable feature of a state support- 
ed system of education. 

In his second letter Mr. Musgrave askfi 
me very pertinently and opportunely, as 
1 think, if I know of "any other part of 
tho world where one-fifth of the wholi 
general revenue is spent on education?" 
There seeema to be n very general mis- 
apprehension that the admittedly large 
expenditure for education in British Co- 
lumbia is quite unprecedented. But my 
reply to the question asked of me is that 
in every province of the Dominion, with 
one exception, more than one-fifth of the 
general revenue is spent on education. 
The percentages are, respectively, as fol- 
lows:

This comparison shows that among the 
provinces of the Dominion, at least, the 
ratio of the educational grant in British 
Columbia to the provincial revenue is not 
abnormally high. 

It must be remembered, however, that 
in every province the total cost of the pub- 
lic school system is mticii greater than 
the amount of the respective government 
grantH. A comparison of tho provinces 
in respect to the ratio of the total cost of 
education to tho respective provincial re- 
venues puts Britijh Columbia quite at 
the foot of the list. The figures are:

Trustees Meet 

The Aldermen. 



Conference Last Evening Be- 
tween The Two Bodies 
on Estimates. 



Trustees' Estimates Are to Be 
Considered Without Any

A conference was held lust evening 
between His Worship Mayor Hay ward 
and the board of aldermen and the 
school trustees, with the object of ascer- 
taining it the latter could arrange for a 
reduction of the amount asked for by 
the board of trustees in the estimates 
presented for the current year. The 
question was discussed most amicably, 
but the trustees were not inclined to yield 
at any point, so the conference ended 
without much having been accom 
plisued. 

There were present His Worship 
Mayor Huywurd, Aid. Stewart, Brydon 
Beckwith, Williams, Yates and Cameron 
and School Trustees Belyua, Hull, 
Drury, Mrs. Heleu Graut, Mrs. M 
Oraut, Brown, and Superintendent 
Eutou. 

.Mayor Huywurd and Aid. Yates ex 
presed the hope that the board of school 
trustees would be able to see their way 
clear to reduce the estimates they had 
submitted. 

Aid. Yates inquired it' a reduction 
could not be made in the amount asked 
lor repairs. 

Trustee Belyeu said the repairs pro- 
vided for were absolutely necessary. He 
thought it would be well to iuquir 
whether the estimates prepared by the 
council for the current year could not be 
cut down. He did not think there was 
■j single item in the estimates submitted 
\>y the school trustees which could be 
reduced. The same trustee pointed out 
Uiat there W»B no city in the world 
w'here the per capita cost for educa- 
tional purposes was lower than in Vic- 
toria. 

I I" "regard to the amount providing fdf 
the increase in teachers' salaries, against 
which a good deal of criticism has been 
made, Trustee Drury pointed out that 
the increase asked for was only .<450. 

Trustees Belyeu and Hall were of the 
opinion' that the day was not far distant 
when the ' city would have to pay a 
irreater amount than at present for school 

purposes. „ . 

Ill regard to the extraordinary expen- 
diture asked for-$30,000 for a High 
school-Trustee Belyea said the board 
was of the opinion that the tune had 
come when this expenditure ought to be 
incurred. The present High school 
building was entirely Inadequate for the 
purposes for which it wm intended. 

Trustee Hall informed the board that 
even now there was a great scarcity 
of room in the Central and Spring Ridge 
schools. 

After some further discussion of an 
unimportant character, the conference 
ended, expressions of goodwill being ex- 
changed between the members of both 
boards.

SOLDI FRS OF FORTUNE. 

Ex-Col. Esterhnzy Now Serving in the 
Boer Army— Which Is Not at 
All Select. 

Marquise de Fontcuoy In St. I.ouls Globe- 
Democrat. 

Esterhassy, the notorious ex-Col. Ester- 
hazy, of Dreyfus trial fume, is now in 
the Transvaal, lighting for the Boers, 
and holding a command at Mugersfon- 
tein. This is the first important conilict 
since the civil war in the United States, 
and the almost uiuiultancous civil war in 
Mexico, that has afforded any opportun- 
ities to so-called soldiers of fortune, that 
j.s to say, to men who are ready to sell 
their swords to the highest bidder. While 
their services were accepted in tins 
country at tin- lime of tin' struggle be- 
tween 'the North and South, they "ere 
looked at askance, and were as a rule 
distrusted. They found a more congenial 
atmosphere in Mexico, ami it is doubt- 
ful whether there was ever gathered to- 
gether a more extraordinary gang of ad- 
venturers culled from every nation on 
the face of the globe, than those who 
attached themuelves to the fortunes of 
Emperor Maximilian. A few were gentle- 
men of birth and breeding, who had join- 
ed the Emperor for the mere sake of ad- 
venture and lighting, but the vast major- 
ity were social scum, men who had been 
turned out of the armies of their respec- 
tive countries, who had been outlawed or 
socially ostracized for some excellent 
cause* Indeed, it was this following of 
Emperor Maximilian that contributed in 
no small measure to ruin whatever pros- 
pects or success which he might have had 
in Mexico. 

Foreign soldiers of fortune were ac- 
corded no show in the Franco-German 
war of 1870, and only a very few took 
part in the subsequent Turko-Kussian 
war, lighting exclusively under the Ser- 
vian Hag, the moral atmosphere in King 
Milan's army being more congenial than 
in that of Russia, Roumunia or even 
Turkey. The Turko-Greek campaign 
was too soon over to give time to soldiers 
of fortune to reach Athens, and the only 
foreigners engaged in the conilict were a 
band of Italian cut-throats under the 
command of the ex-convict and three- 
fold murderer, Cipriani, who showed 
cowardice in the face of the Turks, hut 
an immense amount of courage and ac- 
tivity in plundering the unfortunate 
Greeks, that is to say, the very people 
under whose Hug they were enrolled. 

What France and Holland think of 
soldiers of fortuno is best shown by the 
fact that both countries accept their ser- 
vices without any inquiry as to ante- 
cedents, but restrict them to corps which 
are otherwise composed of military con- 
victs. In all countries were military 
service is more <fr less obligatory, and 
where diflttlksal from the army even 
without honor, as the saying is, would 
be welcomed as a release by the offender, 
the latter is punished in case he shows 
himself to be incorrigible by being trans- 
ferred to what are known as "discipline 
regiments," These are invariably em- 
ployed for colonial service, in the most 
pestilential climates, and at points of 
danger where the government does not 
wish to risk any save worthless lives, 
while the discipline to which these regi- 
meilts are subjected is something appall- 
ing, death being tho penalty even for the 
most venial infraction of the regulations. 
It is with these " discipline corps " that 
the so-called "foreign legions" of France 
and Holland are brigaded and classed, 
the foreign legion being the only corps 
in which the services of foreign-born 
soldiers of lortunc aut| adventurer,! are

common with such a scoundrel as ex-Col. 
Estei'hazy, a self-confessed forger, trait- 
or and perjurer, who was turned cut of 
the French army iu disgrace, nor with 
the Faglisli ex-sergeant of Engineers, 
Greer, who deserted from Aldershot a 
lew years ago when about to be arrested 
tor embezzlement on an extensive scale. 
&6i can one quite fuuey such u man us 
Coli Yillebois associated with an indl- 
vuiual like Count Job Muuteutl'ol, the 
reprobate son of the famous Field Mur- 
rihal or tnat name, and who, after being 
expelled irom the Gerumu army, is a 
fugitive irom German justice; nor with 
ox-L.ai.it. Gourko, the equally black sheep 
ami disgraced son ot the Russiuu Field 
.Marshal Gourko. The presence of such 
men as these iu the Boer army is far 
more likely to injure the cause of the 
toouth African Republics than to beuetit 
them. For no matter how bravely they 
may light, the failings which have been 
the cause of their original disgrace soon 
crop to the surface and bring Khume upon 
the governments that employ them. 
England found this out to her cost in 
connection with the foreign legion that 
she organized for service in the .Crimen.') 
war of lSoo, and made up her mind to 
dispense thenceforth with tho assistance 
ot iso-culled soldiers of fortune. 

It seems that listerhazy has cut off the 
somewhat legal looking whiskers that 
concealed his identity during his stay in 
England, and his face is now adorned 
only by the truculent mustache that was 
its ornament of yore. He landed at 
Lorenzo Murquez eight weeks ago armed 
with u letter of reeoimneudatiou from 
Dr. Leyds, the Boer diplomatic agent in 
Europe, and alter spending three days 
there proceeded to Pretoria, whence he 
was immediately directed to Magersfou- 
tein. On being remonstrated with by a 
friend for selling h:s sword to the ene- 
mies of the one country that lied shelter- 
ed him when the French government 
sought to effect his arrest, he was good 
enough to explain that he was animated 
by no enmity whatever toward Great 
Britain. "On the contrary," lie. gfUd, "1 
respect the English as a brave and Iiod- 
orabie race. But 1 am a soldier by trade. 
When war comes it is there that I and 
my comrades must he, I fight the Eng- 
lish as a professional soldier." 

Apropos of Esterhazy, the Austro-Hun- 
gariiin Prince of that name, who is chief 
of the illustrious and ancient house of 
Esterlmzy, haa j list secured ft (IPc'l'OO fPOlll 
the French courts prohibiting both ex- 
Col, JKsterhluy uud Ills cousin, Christian 
EstorBUIty (who, by the by, acetified the 
ox-Colonel of having swindled him) from 
making use of the name of Esterhazy, 
the title of Count, and the- arms of the 
Esterlmzy family. During the course of 
the proceedings it was shown that in the 
last century Count Valentine Joseph Es- 
terlmzy left Hungary in disgrace and 
sought refuge iu France, where he en- 
tered the military service. He married 
in France, .and had two children, a boy, 
Count Ladislas, whose line is now ex- 
tinct, and u girl, Mary Anne Esterhazy. 
The latter eveutualy became the mother 
of an illegitimate son, Jean Auguste, the 
father declining to acknowledge the pat- 
ernity. The illegitimate son of Countess 
Marie Esterhazy was the grandfather of 
ex-Col. Esterhazy. 

Mention of Esterhazy naturally sug- 
gests the name of Gen. Mercier, who has 
just been elected a life member of the 
senate, his admission to the upper house 
id' the French legislature' being equiva- 
lent to an assurance that he has nothing 
further to fear in connection either with 
the Dreyfus case or his alleged participa- 
tion in the conspiracy against the repub- 
lic, n conspiracy which some people be- 
lieve to have been finnneed with Russian 
secret service money. From henceforth 
Gen. Mercier can only be tried by the 
senate us a high court of justice, ami 
can not he impeached without a vole of 
the chamber of deputies. 

Few people are aware that Gen. Mer- 
ger's Wife is an English woman, that 
her maiden name was Pent) Symons, and 
that she is a first cousin of that English 
General, Sir William I'enn Symons, who 
was Hie first Englwli officer of his high 
rank to fall in the Transvaal war, re- 
ceiving his death wound at Oh w». She 

has numerous nephews and kinsmen 
lighting in [lie British ranks in the 
Transvaal war. 

The General's star, which seemed to 
have set at the close ot the Roll lies 
court-martial, is once more in the ascend- 
ant in France, and if anything occurs to 
upset the present cabinet, the strongest, 
the host and the most sensible with 
which France has been blest in many a 
long day, Gen. .Mercier may be expected 
to come once more to the fore as a lead- 
ing factor in French politics, and as the 
leader of the military, the Conservative. 
Republican and of the Royalist party. 

The French Jocky Club has just "held 
its annual elections, and of the dozen 
successful candidates nearly nil are 
young men, sons of veteran members of 
the club. Among them are PrinceEu- 
gene ..\lurat,. the Counts Charles D'Har- 
court, Robert D'Andlgne, Pierre de 
Chezelles, the Counte de E'Aigle. Count 
Lubcrsac and the Mnrquis Quinsorae.

SLAIN BY THEIR OWN SOLDIERS. 

Instances in Which Unpopular Officers 
Hare Been Shot by the Men 
Behind Them. 

Tragic indeed is every incident con- 
nected with the battlefield, hut more so 
are some of the mysterious occurrences 
which have oft-times taken place during 
a campaign, and which might be put 
down as cold-blooded murders. I| seems 
a very unlikely thing that in the heat of 
a hard-fought, conflict the origin or a 
man's death can he determined— that ie 
to say, whether he died by the hands of 
one of his comrades or by those of the 
enemy; consequently men with a griev- 
ance against their ollioers have often 
made use rf such opportunities to wipe 
out old scores, and have gone undiscov- 
ered. 

A notable instance of this occurred just 
before the buttle of Woerth in the Fran- 
co-Prussian war. A certain officer of 
considerable repute had got himself gen- 
erally disliked by his perseverence in 
bullying those under him. A few davs 
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before this, the first great battle of the 
war, when the French were searing the 
border in their hopeless endeavor to reach 
Berlin, a rumor ran through camp late 
iu night that the Prussians were advanc- 
ing and would shortly be up. Instantly 
pandemonium reigned and scouting par- 
ties were sent out iu all directions. One 
of these was under the officer in question, 
and when some way from camp was 
fired upon, the bullet bringing him down. 
The Frenchmen, thinking they hnd got 
into an ambush, retired, firing at an in- 
visible foe as they did so, but as no 
counter-shots were received, they grew 
courageous again, and, after being rein- 
forced, advanced to the fatal spot. The 
body of the ofllcer was found, but not 
so that of his assailant, who had evident- 
ly escaped uuscathed. 

On returning to the camp it was found 
that no trace of the enemy bad been dis- 
covered; in fact at that time the Prus- 
sians were far away from the spot on the 
other side of Woerth. Accordingly a 
post-mortem examination was held on the 
officer's body and a French service bullet 
extracted therefrom, but the murderer 
was never detecte.d althtough he was 
doubtless in the camp and had slipped out 
unawares to commit the crime. 

But this is only one of many tragedies 
which took place during the war, and it 
is said that at least two per cent, of the 
French officers killed fell at the hands of 
their own men, and a little over hair that 
number in the Prussian army. In the 
former instance the crimes were due for 
the most part to the national failing of 
never forgetting a grievance, and in the 
latter to rigidity of discipline which 
sometimes amounts to bullying. 

Even Marshal Bazainc was nearly 
murdered before he capitulated at Metz. 
He was by no means a popular man, and 
on this account always stood in dread of 
the assassin, and his fears were not les- 
sened when a plot was discovered to put 
poison in his food, the scheme being 
hatched by bis own men. The offenders, 
or someof them, were promptly tried, and 
shot before many hours were over. 

A rather sad case is recorded iu con- 
nection with the Italian disaster at 
Adowa or :i few years ago. During the 
melee a man was seen to shoot in the di- 
rection of his captain, who at the same 
time fell mortally wounded. When the 
battle was over the man was charged 
with the crime, and nfter a scant trial 
shot by his comrades, despite his protests 
of inuocense; one of the chief reasons of 
his condemnation being that he was 
known to have a grievance against the 
officer. Nevertheless, the affair was soon 
forgotten till somd nine months after- 
wards, when a soldier came forward 
from the same regiment, self-charged 
with the crime. lie related the facts in 
d'""il. giving his motive an petty tyranny 
on the pftrt oi l 1 "-' '.'Ulcer some years pre- 
viously when he, tho WUl'ilei'er, n 
recruit, and staled that ni l W6\llil never 
have given himself up had. not another 
man died ia his stead. Needless to say, 
this did not excuse him. and he perished 
in the prison yards at Naples. 

Not many months ago throe Spanish 
soldiers wen 1 executed at Madrid for the 
alleged murder of an ofllcer during the 
hostilities in Cuba, although the evidence 
against them was very meagre. Suffi- 
cient was it that subsequent to the battle 
of St. Juan the ofllcer was found dead' 
some way from the battlefield with a 
Mauser bullet in his brain, and the three 
men referred to were seen in the vicinity 
at about the time the affair must have 
taken place. Of course, they may have 
been jnstlj condemned, as tragedies of 
this nature were especially frequent in 
the Spanish army throughout the war; 
but at the same time the authorities fail- 
ed to take into account that there were 
many so-called "loyal" Cubans attached 
to Ihe Spanish forces, nnd also present 
at St. Juan, who had been given Mauser 
rilles and ammunition by tlieir oppressors, 
but whose dislike to Spanish officers was 
proverbial. 

Although such crimes are more com- 
mon in the majority or Continental arm- 
ies than in our own, we must not imagine 
thai similnr cases have never taken place 
in which Tommy Atkins has participated. 
In the Zulu war. just prior to the battle 
of I'lumll, a young lieutenant in one or 
the line regiments was round shot some 
wny from camp, and after the campaign 
a soldier on his death bed at Davenport 
confessed to having been Ihe murderer. 

Similarly, too, during the hostilities in 
the Soudan in 1885, an ofllcer of some 
repute was found to have been myster- 
iously killed by an English bullet, and 
although the affair was hushed up and 
put down In the Dervishes who were said 
to have obtained some British rifles by 
inexplicable means, it was subsequently 
disclosed that, whereas they actually did 
gain possession of some of our rilles, they 
obtained no ammunition with them. De- 
spite this significant fact, however, the 
perpetrator of the crime was never ur- 
n's ted.
